“Chatfey Offers Defense Courses.’’ 

“‘Adults Sign Up for Shop Classes.’’ 

““Chatfey to Train Cadets.’’ 

These are only a few of the recent headlines about the 
major developments in the Chaffey educational program. 
As headlines go, they are not very startling. And the pub- 
lic has not become overly interested one way or another in 
the defense classes and in the far-reaching program of the 
future. 

Seores and scores of men, however, have become inter- 
ested; have improved themselves and their families and 
have become better fitted to serve in the nation’s gigantic 
defense effort. A day is 16 hours long for the equipment in 
the recently erected machine shop building on the campus. 
Teachers work in two shifts to train the men eager to be 
of service and to find a place for themselves in changing 
conditions. Just as soon as men become qualified as machin- 


ists and capable of handling the intricate and powerful 
devices they are placed in jobs. New students are taken 
from the long list of applicants and join the classes. 

What has just been said may give a hint of a little that 
38 being done at Chaffey. But that is only a little part of 
the far-seeing and practical program of training men, young 
and not-so-young for a place in industry—for war-time and 
for the peace-time of the future, 

A ‘‘mechanies’ learner’’ course is just being started un- 
der the auspices of the federal government. ‘‘Students’’ are 
paid $75 a month for taking the course. On completion, 
they are placed in governmental work under civil service 
regulations. This will mean a further increase in the ac- 
tivities on the campus. 

The most recent development is the establishment by 
Chaffey of a cadet training field on the desert and the pur- 
chase of property adjoining the Ontario airport. Right now 
embroyo aviators are on Chaffey’s desert campus. . They will 
divide their time into weekly intervals between the flying 
field and the Chaffey aeronautics class room. This course is 
also being offered under the close supervision of the federal 
government. 

As to the equipment adjacent to the Ontario airport, this 
will be used by Chaffey in the actual training of aviation 
mechanics and all phases of the aviation industry. It is 
destined to become an important part of the training of men 
for the aviation industry of the future. 

The tremendous advancements being made at Chaffey 
didn’t just happen. The foundation for the present program 
was established several years ago when the aeronautics 
course was started. And progressive-minded Chaffey board 
members and the Chaffey executives have made much of 
every opportunity to provide facilities that will benefit the 
community and its residents. 

What about the cost? Much of the expansion is being 
financed largely by funds other than money obtained di- 
rectly from local taxpayers. That is, the federal govern- 
ment, the war department and the state department of ed- 
neation are solidly back of the local program—and tlt. bulk 
of the money is coming from ‘‘outside’’ sources.
